Last Saturday night’s town meeting 
proved a short, sharp, effective function 
doing the business that was before it 
with little discussion, and not over- 
flowing in any foolish way as some 
people had feared. 

Of course the important matter for 
consideration was the report of the 
committee on the new school house at 
Shawsheen Village. According to re- 
ports, that portion of the Lawrence 
press that feels the responsibility of 
still further lessening its circulation by 
abusing upon the slightest provocation, 
almost everybody-that falls within its 
view point, had been devoting a lot of its 
space for some time; to this question, but 
the effect was not noticeable at the meet- 
ing unless it was in voicing a resentment 
against such dictation and such tactics 
by the unanimous action to do nothing. 

It would seem as if the whole situ- 
ation in connection with the Shawsheen 
school house. was now well set for a 
proper determination. No one knows 
just what that proper determination is, 
and we should hesitate today to venture 
a guess, becouse there are many things 
involved more important than news- 
paper discussion or personal interest. 
There is a pretty strong feeling that the 
situation has not been handled as well 
as it might have been, but whether that 
is so or not, the deal is now a new one, 
and the committee starts with a clean 
slate so far as past complications are 
concerned. They are now brushed 
aside. In settling the problem it is in- 
conceivable that somebody won't be 
disappointed. The main thing desired 
is that the general public shall be well 
served, 

The immediate relief provided for 
the police is not to be undertaken this 
year, but it is to be hoped that the 
Selectmen will come to the meeting next 
March with a proposal that shall more 
fairly protect the service that the 
police render, giving them time off that 
is right, and wages that are com- 
mensurate with good service. We are 
using the words “‘good service” ad- 
visedly, for the investigation should 
show more than comparison of hours 
employed and wages paid, for it should 
present to the town a system of signals 
and alarms so that we may be given, at 
least in the center of the town, a patrol 
that is established on definite lines, 
regular station calls, and more generally 
satisfactory protection than many 
people believe we now have in the more
